Mr. Fielding came into Fort 
Fetterman from the camp at old Fort Reno, having left 
there on the 13th. He brought letters, etc., from the 
men of the command. On the 7th inst. Gen. Crook 
left the main camp at Fort Reno, taking a pack train 
and fifteen days’ rations for cavalry and struck out 
after the Indians known to be north of that place. 
Since that date nothing has been heard from him. On 
the way to Reno the command was attacked several 
times. One man, named Herder, was wounded, but 
is still alive. An infantryman is also wounded. There 
were no other casualties. The following telegrams 
were received March 17, at General Sheridan’s Head- 
quarters: 

Fort LARAMIE, Wy. T., March 17, 1876. 
Arrived here this morning. Much delay by snow. 
Will start for Fort Fetterman this afternoon. A scout 
came into Fetterman last night. General Crook has 
established his camp at that point. He started out on 
the 7th. Nothing has been heard from him since. On 
the way to Reno General Crook had two men wounded 
by Indians.

Mout or THE Bia Horn, March 6, 1876. 
Arrived at Fort Pease on March 4 and relieved the 
garrison. The fort was evacuated to-day at noon. The 
original garrison consisted of 46 men, of whom 6 were 
killed and 8 wounded. Thirteen had left and gone to 
settlements by night. I found in the fort 18 white 
men and a negro, and have brought them away. I saw 
no Indians, but found five lodges here, of about 60 
Sioux, who fled South. I think they were watching 
the fort to pick up men who ventured out. We shall 
start for home to-morrow.

Henry Wilson Monument Association.--In the JOURNAL 
of March 4 we published an account of a meeting of 
the enlisted men at Fort Vancouver, W. T., Jan. 28, 
for the purpose of inviting the enlisted men of the 
Army to co-operate in erecting a monument to the 
memory of the late Vice-President Wilson. This 
meeting resulted in the formation of the ‘‘ Henry 
Wilson Monumental Association,” and the issuing of a 
circular inviting the enlisted men of the Army to form 
branch associations for the purpose of collecting the 
vecessary funds, In compliance with this circular, 
Co. B, Battalion of Engineers, Willet’s Point, N. Y., 
has been one of the first to form such a branch asso- 
ciation, and has collected $65 for the fund, which it 
has deposited in the hands of its captain, Brevet Major 
W. R. King, Corps of Engineers, to await the orders 
of the central society. The enlisted men of Fort 
Abercrombie have also formed a society, which is 
modelled on that at Fort Vancouver, and for the same 
purpose. Its president is Sergeant Major Seyde, 17th 
infantry; secretary, Sergeant Sanderson, Co. A, 17th 
Infantry. The quickest and best way to attain the end 
is to follow that proposed by the Fort Vuncouver 
circular, and organize branch societies as the Willet’s 
Point company has done.

out the fact that if the British government should se- 
cure the control of the islands the British navy could 
draw a line from British Columbia to Australia, com- 

letely held against our nation, and the Pacific coast 

tates would be defenceless; but, with the control 
which this treaty gives the United States, the Pacific 
coast is impregnable, on account of the necessity of 
using heavy iron ships of war, which need coaling sta- 
tions witbin easy reach. He says that at the present 
time the United States is not prepared to expend large 
sums in making a naval station at the islands, but tbis 
treaty will, during its operation, prevent any foreign 
power from getting a foothold, and before its expira- 
tion the United States may secure what — it 
requires. General Schofield says ‘‘that he should 
consider it a serious misfortune to the United States 
for any other nation to get control of the islands.” 
The report of the committee further says that the Pa- 
cific Ocean is an American ocean, destined to hold a 
far higher place in the future history of the world than 
the Atlantic. It is the future great highway between 
ourselves and the hundreds of millions of Asiatics who 
look to us for commerce, civilization, and Christianity. 
These islands rest midway between us and them as the 
necessary post provided by the Great Ruler of the uni- 
verse as points of observation, rest, supply, military 
strategy, and command, to enable each other to unite 
in protecting both hemispheres from European assault,

e Committee on Pensions, to whom were referred 
H. R. 86, 269, 317, 1143, 784, and various petitions for 
survivors of the Black Hawk, Seminole and Mexican 
wars, reported that there can be no question as to the 
duty of the Government to pension the aged soldiers of 
the Florida and Black Hawk wars in the light of past 
legislation upon the subject of pensions. The com- 
mittee report a substitute for said House bills and 
recommen that the same do pass. 

A letter from the Secretary of War to the House, 
transmits one from the chief of Ordnance in regard to 
an omission in the Revised Statutes which has serious 
effects. The letter says most of the sections of the act 
of February 8, 1815, have been incorporated in the Re- 
vised Statutes, but the 6th and 10th sections, relating 
to ordnance returns, seem to have been entirely over- 
looked ; and, as the uct itself is repealed by the Revised 
Statutes, this Department is without any legislative 
authority whatever, under which persons responsible 
for ordnance stores may be required to render accounts 
of the disposition thereof. It is, therefore, respect- 
fully requested that the matter be brought to the at- 
tention of Congress, and such legislation be asked as 
will enable this Department to continue in use the sys- 
tem of property accountability authorized by previous 
Jaws and regulations. 

In response to a House resolution of 6th January, a 
statement was made by the Department of the Interior, 
showing the names of officers of the Army serving as 
inspectors of Indian supplies, and the amount allowed 
to each for his actual expenses during the first six 
months of the present fiscal year. They were as fol- 
lows: Captain A. H. Bainbridge and Lieutenant Thos.

The House Committee on Military Affairs reported 
adversely on the expediency of establishing the arsenal 
at Harper's Ferry. 

The Committee on Naval Military Affairs, in the cases 
of General Heintzelman, Commander R. L. Law, and 
Master Julius 8. Bohrer, refuse to reopen proceedings, 
even where injustice is alleged, that took place in 1865 
or before. They ground their conclusion on the objec- 
tionability of the precedent that would be established. 

The Committee on Pacific Railroad say: ‘‘ The herds 
on the plains of the Platte are constantly increasing, 
while the aggregate number of cattle is becoming fab- 
ulous, The plains west of Kearney Junction will soon 
become one of the chief sources from which the eastern 
markets will be supplied with beef-cattle. These plains 
furnish unsurpassed grazing-range, and the lands be- 
ea to the Government and to the company ought 
to placed under some well-devised system of pas- 
turage from which profit could be secured to both. 
We would respectfully cull the attention of the Gov- 
ernment and the company to this exceedingly im- 
portant subject, hoping that some system may be 
devised whereby the growth of cattle may be fostered, 
and the lands made immedfately remunerative.” 

In the case of Commander Oscar F. Stanton the 
committee refuse to question the action of board of 
admirals as to his position on the Navy Register. 

The City of Boston has petitioned Congress to carry 
out the resolution of the Continental Congress passed 
October 29, 1781, which runs as follows: 

(Extract from Journal of Congress, October 29, 1781). 

On a report of the committee, consisting of Mr. 
Randolph, Mr. Boudinot, Mr. Varnum, Mr. Carroll, 
to whom were referred the letters of the 16th and 19th 
from General Washington— 

Resolved, That the United States in Congress assem- 
bhd will cause to be erected at York, in Virginia, a 
marble column adorned with emblems of the alliance 
between the United States and His Most Christian 
Majesty, and inscribed with a succinct narrative of the 
surrender of Earl Cornwallis to his excellency General 
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forces of America and France; to bis excellency the 
Count de Rochambeau, comaneneng the ong 
troops of His Most Christian Majesty in America; an 

his excellency the Count de Grasse, commanding-in- 
chief of the naval army of France in the Chesapeake. 

All the following bills have been referred to the 
Committee on Pensions. They provide for pensions 
to soldiers of 1812 to the amount of $25 a month, with 
back pay, or full Army pay of the grade to which the 
pensioner Leg or They are: S. 283, 278, 277, 195, 
and H. R. 1340, 2454, 2513, and 2555. 

H. R. 2061 authorizes an Army survey of the Hols- 
ton Rives and the Nolachunky River, with estimates of 
cost of amprovement of channel. H. R. 2073 makes 
appropriations for a lock and dam at Grand Rapids, on 
the abash River, Indiana. 8. 540 appropriates 
$3,200,000 for the Mississippi Levees. ‘ 

H. R. 2566, provides that all officers and enlisted 
men during the late war of the rebellion, who were 
promoted to a higher rank during absence from their 
respective commands or regiments on account of 
wounds received in the line of duty, or while prisoners of 
war in the enemy’s hands, or from sickness or inability 
to perform duty, and were from any of said causes 
unable to join their regiments or commands, shall be 
entitled to the pay and allowances of the rank to which 
they were promoted, said pay and allowances to date 
from the date of their commissions to the date of their 
muster, less the amount that each may have received 
during such time. Sec. 2. That such officers and en- 
listed men may apply for such pay as provided for in 
the preceding section in the same manner as claims for 
back pay are now received to be made under existing 
laws and regulations of the Department : It is further 
provided, That in cases where from any cause there is 
no evidence of that character which can be reasonably 
procured, then the affidavit of two private soldiers or 
two citizens in good standing, two commissioned 
officers vf any regiment, setting forth that they knew 
the facts set forth in te application, shall suffice ; the 
aftidavit setting forth that affiant is acquainted with the 
applicant, and the cause of the applicant’s absence from 
his regiment or command, 

S. 152, enacts that section 1460 of the Revised 
Statutes, to wit, ‘‘ There may be allowed upon the re- 
tired list of the Navy nine rear-admirals by promotion 
on that list : Provided, That this section shall not pre- 
vent the Secretary of the Navy from promoting to the 
grade of rear-admiral on the retired list, in addition to 
the number herein provided, those commodores who 
have commanded squadrons by order of the Secretary 
of the Navy, or who have performed other Lighly mer- 
itorious service,” be amended by adding thereto the 
following words : *‘ or who, being, at the outbreak of 
the late war of the rebellion, citizens of any State 
which engaged in such rebellion, exhibited marked 
fidelity to the Union in adhering to the flag of the 
United States.” 

8. 573, provides that section 1113 of the Revised 
Statutes be so amended as to read, ‘‘ Sec. 1113. The 
commanding general of each department is authorized 
to permit within his department one or more trading 
establishments to be maintained at each military post 
on the frontier not in the vicinity of any city or town. 
The persons to maintain such trading establishment 
shall be appointed by the commanding general of the 
department in which the same is located.” 

5. 537, provides that all officers of the Army of the 
United States who have heretofor@ been placed on the 
list of supernumeraries or classed as unassigned by 
operation of the act of March 3, 1869 (Army appropria- 
tion act), were transferred into the cavalry, artillery, 
and infantry by general order numbered 59, series of 
1869, War Department, shall be now taken and deemed 
to have been placed on the same footing as those 
officers transferred from the supernumeraries’ list into 
the cavalry, artillery, and infantry by the 12th section 
of the act of July 15, 1870 (Army appropriation act), 
and all officers transferred previous to the act of 
July 15, 1870, into cavalry, artillery, and infantry, 
shall be deemed and considered as having been en- 
titled to the same rank in the regiment to which they 
have been transferred of assigned as those transferred 
under the provisions of section 12 of the act of July 15, 
1870, and hold and enjoy such rank and promotion, 
with all its pay and emoluments, from the date of their 
original entry into the Army in the regiment where 
they bave been transferred or assigned. 

The following bills have been passed by the Senate : 
8. 333, to relieve Major Foster A. Hixon, late paymas- 
ter, from the charge of $10,000 stolen from him at 
Charleston, 8. C., March 1, 1867. 3S. 391, to authorize 
the purchase of a parcel of land at Key West, Fla., by 
the Secretary of War, and the House bills authorizing 
the issue or sale of Springfield carbines to a Philadel- 
phia cavalry company, and the issue of arms to a 
militia company at Charleston, 8. C., and one at 
Augusta, Ga. 

‘Lhe following bill has been passed by both Houses: 
—. kt. 80, granting a pension to the widow of General 

dyer. 

The following resolution offered by Mr. Odell, of 
New York, was agreed to: ‘* Resolved, That the Com- 
mittee on Military Aflairs be instructed to inquire into 
the contracts made by the Secretary of War in 1874 for 
the transportation of Army supplies trom Chicago, St. 
Louis, and New Orleans to the military posts in ‘Texas, 
and ascertain whether the said contracts were awarded 
to the lowest bidders ; and if not, whether the public 
interests were duly protected by the awards made.” 
Also the following, by Mr. Faulkner, of West Vir- 
ginia: ‘‘ Resolved, That the Secretary of War be re- 
quested to inform this House whether the act of the 
4th of August, 1854, and since incorporated in the Re- 
vised Statutes, section 1214, has according to the true 
intent and meaning of said act been carried into effect 
by tie promotion of non-commissioned officers of the 
Army to appointments as commissioned officers in any 
corps of the line for which they may have been found

GENERAL SHERMAN ON THE ARMY. 


GENERAL Sherman responded to the toast ‘‘ The 
Centennial of Our Republic and Her Army and 
the Navy” at the dinner of the Knights of St. 
Patrick in St. Louis on Friday, March 17. He re- 
ferred to the founders of the Republic— Washington, 
Franklin, Hancock, Jefferson, Livingston, Sherman, 
Hamilton, Lafayette, Greene, Sullivan, Steuben—‘‘ a 
noble host of men of all types and nationalities,” and 
then, speaking of the Army of the present day, said: 

“We of the Army also claim our — back to the 
days that ‘ tried men’s souls,’ and that Washington was 
our first commander-in-chief. From him we learned 
that a soldier’s first duty was to love his country, to 
revere its institutions, to submit to lawful authority, to 
face hunger, thirst and privation without a murmur; 
to fight for the country, and, if need be, to die for it. 
For him, personally, Knox and Wayne, Green, and a 
host of others, imbibed that self-denial, that love of 
truth, integrity of purpose and devotion to country 
which has passed down to us through a line of illus- 
trious successors, such as Jackson, Harrison, Brown, 
Macomb, Scott, and Grant, even to the present day, so . 
that we claim to drink from pure fountains, through 
clear and uncontaminated channels. 

‘*The Army of 1776 was the refuge of all who loved 
liberty for liberty’s sake, and who were willing to test 
their sincerity by the fire of battle; and we claim that 
the Army of 1876 is to-day the best friend of liberty, 
good order, and government, and submits to any test 
that may be imposed. Our ancestors never said the 
soldier was not worthy of his hire, that the Army was 
a leech on the body politic, that a standing Army of 
twenty-five thousand men endangered the liberties of 
forty millions of people. These are modern inven- 
tions, modern party cries to scare and confuse the 
ignorant. We are not of those who subscribe so easily 
to the modern doctrire of evolution, that teaches that 
each succeeding generation is necessarily better than 
that which went before, but each tree must be tested 
by its own fruit, and we can point with pride to our 
Sneridan, Hancock, Schofield, McDowell, and a long 
array of brigadier-generals, colonels, captains, and 
lieutenants, who for intelligence, honor, integrity, and 
self-denial will compare favorably with those of any 
former epoch. We point with pride to our Army, 
scattered through the South, along our Atlantic, Gulf, 
and Lake Forts, and in the great West, and claim that 
in all the qualities of good soldiers they are second to 
none. I see that some of you shake your heads and 
whisper Belknap. Why? What was his relation to 
the Army? He was a Uabinet Minister, a civil officer, 
did not hold a commission in the Army at all. We 
contend that when he was an officer he was an honor- 
able man aad rendered good service, and that this 
entitles him to charitable consideration. ‘ Lead us not 
into temptation’ is a prayer some of us seem to have 
forgotten, and we of the Army can truthfully say that 
his offence, be it what it may, is not chargeable to the 
Army, for he was not subject to military law or juris- 
diction. Then you say Babcock. Well, has he not 
been tried by the highest civil tribunal of the land and 
acquitted? Does any man here pretend to question 
the purity of motive or ability of such Judges as Dillon 
and Treat? Their reputation is such that it needs no 
paneyyric from me. But if time develop that General 
Babcock ever diverted one cent of the public money 
from its appropriate end to his own pocket, (a thing | 
do not believe,) he will have to auswer for it before s 
tribunal where there are no conceulments, no techni- 
calities devised by lawyers to screen the innocent, and 
sometimes in civil courts tortured to shelter the guilty. 

** At this moment the air is full of calumny, and it is 
sickening to observe that men, usually charitable and 
just, are made to believe that all honesty and virtue 
nave taken their flight from earth ; that our national 
capital is reeking with corruption; that fraud and 
peculation are the rule, and honesty and fidelity to trust 
the exception. Ido not believe it, and I think we 
should resist the torrent. Our President has surely 
done enough to entitle him to absolute confidence, and 
can have no motive to screen the wicked or guilty. At 
no time in the history of the country have our courts 
of law, from the Supreme Court in Washington down 
to the District Courts, been entitled to more respect for 
their learning and purity, and Congress is now, as it 
ever has been, and must be from its composition, a 
representative body, sharing with the mass of the peo- 
ple its feelings and thoughts, its virtues and vices. If 
corruption exist it is with the people at large, and they 
can correct the evil by their own volition. If they 
have grown avaricious, and made money their god, 
they must not be surprised if their representatives and 
servants sare their sin. 

‘* What are the actual facts? We have recently pass 
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through a long civil war, entailing on one moiety of the 
country desolation, and ruin—on all a fearful debt— 
States, counties, and cities followed the fashion until 
the whole land became deeply in debt. The debts are 
now due, and bear heavily in the shape of taxes on our 
homes, on property, and business. Again, the war 
called millions to arms, who dropped their professions 
and business and found themselves without employ- 
ment when the war was over. These naturally turned 
to the National Government for help, and the pressure 
for office, at all times great, became simply irresistible. 
The power to appoint to these offices is called ‘ pa- 
tropage,’ and is common to all Governments. Then, 
again, arose a vast number of claims for damages for 
seizures and loss of property by acts of war. These 

‘all involved large sums of money, and money now is, 
as it always has been, the cause of a life struggle—of 
corruption. 

““Shakspeare is always good authority, and hear 
what he says, through Jtomeo, as he handed his purse 
of forty ducats to the poor chemist in exchange for the 
dose of poison: 


There is thy gold, worse poison to men’s souls, 
Doing more murder in this loathesome world 

Than those poor compounds that thou mayst not sell ; 
I seli thee poison ; thou hast sold me none. F 


‘*Yes, money is the cause of corruption to-day as 
always. Men will toil for it, murder for it, steal for 
it, die for it. Though officers and soldiers are simply 
men subject to all the temptations and vices of men, 
we of the Army feel, or rather think we feel, more in 
the spirit of Burns: 

Yor gold the merchant ploughs the main, 
‘rhe farmer ploughs the manor, 

But glory is the soldier’s prize, 
The soldier’s wealth his honor. 

‘Tis on the frontiers the real Army is to be found. 
Go yourselves to Fort Leavenworth, to Fort Sill, to 
Forts Laramie, Bridger, Concho, any where remote 
from the temptations of cities and towns, and there 
you will observe order, system, economy—self-denial 
and hospitality. It is not at the capital or in the larger 
cities that you should look for the Army. To be sure 
the soldier must be fed, clothed, and provided with 
the essentials of health and comfort. These must be 
procured at the great market towns and paid for by 
money out of the national Treasury. This necessitates 
quartermasters, commissaries, inspectors, and adjutants 
in a sortof chain between the frontier and seat of 
Government. ‘These are mere agents, soldiers by title 
and courtesy, and from long experience the Govern- 
ment has found that the best agents for these purposes 
are Army officers themselves, who are familiar with 
the wants and necessities of the troops, and who for 
their honesty and fidelity have to account to military 
tribunals, which, though not as learned in the intrica- 
cies of the law as your civil courts, generally get at the 
real truth, and impose a penalty not often repeated to 
the same party. It is a notorious fact that the losses 
to the Treasury by fraud and peculation by militar 
officers form a ratio far below that of civilians, with all 
their guards and checks and bonds. | Still these staff 
officers are like passengers on a ship, few among many 
and no more responsible for the corruptions at Wash- 
ington, New York, St. Louis, or any other great city 
than a few passengers would be for the conduct of the 
crew of a ship. ‘lherefore, I repeat that it is not in 
cities or towns that the real Army is found, but on the 
frontiers and sea-coast forts of our country and there 
I contend that the tone of integrity, and the ‘measure of 
honesty, are as high to-day as in the days of Washing- 
ton. If a poor captain or lieutenant fails to account 
for a lost cartridge box, vr loses a pair of shoes, or a 
button off a coat, its value is promptly charged to him 
and is deducted from his next pay account. If, on the 
unexpected arrival of an inspector-general, he is found 
one cent short of his reported balance 7f cash, and 
there is the shadow of suspicion that he has spent it for 
his own use, he knows that po court-martial has ever 
overlooked such a thing, and his commission is gone. 
It is simply impossible that such things as bribery, 
theft, corruption, or fraud can ever get a foothold in 
our Army. If corruption creeps in it must be through 
the civil connections of the Service, and these are not 
so directly under the control of the commanding offi- 
cersy though they may be subject to the same law of 
responsibility. So, while the newspapers are full of 
tales of corruption, and no oftice seems too high to 
escape the shafts of calumny, all is silent on the plains 
—on the remote frontiers where the real soldier keeps 
his watch and guards the pioneer and traveller against 
the treacherous savage. 

‘‘ What I say of the Army is true of the Navy, and I 
do believe that the officers and sailors who compose 
vur present Navy to-day are as bold and gallant a set 
of men as ever trod the decks of a ship in the days ef 
Decatur, Rodgers, and Stewart, and absolutely free 
from the taint of corruption. Yet they too depend on 
a civil corps to build, equip, and provide their ships 
These constitute the patronage of the Secretary of the 
Navy, who is essentially a civilian, and does not pro- 
fess to any knowledge of the sea or the science of 
navigation, but rather the reverse, and it bas always 
struck me as a curious feature in tue framework of our 
Government that these two great and costly establish- 
ments of our Government, ‘the Army and Navy,’ 
should have, with few exceptions, always been com- 
mitted to the charge of civilians. Were the Chief Jus- 
tice or Secretary of State or Attorney-General habitually 
chosen from the most respectable profession of ‘ sur- 
geons,’ instead of lawyers, I doubt if the custom would 
have been submitted to with as much grace and silence 
I know, and we all know, that in time of peace the 
civil must prevail over the military law. This is true 
in the aggregate and individually, for the whole Army 
and Navy are subject to civil law; but inside, the 
officers, soldiers, and sailors have a code of their own 
which is composed of statute and common law—the 
‘law military.’ We derived our common law or the 





‘customs of war’ from our fathers, and these have 
come down tous through pure sources, and should 
never be changed. The soldier is not a slave or a serf, 
but the legitimate descendant of the knight-errant of 
old—true unto death to his liege lord—his country— 
but proud in the consciousness of his strength and 
purity of purpose, as well as identity of character. If 
in this Centennial year our people will resolve to leave 
the Army and Navy alone, its members will undertake 
to keep them free from the contamination of fraud and 
corruption, and will hold themselves always ready, 
doth in peace and war, to fulfill their exalted purpose. 
There is no danger of their domineering over a free 
jand, nor of injuring the morals or high tone of our 
people. 

‘* The reverse is the case. The danger is that the 
Army and Navy may be corrupted by the steady in- 
crease of the numbers and influence of the ‘civil ele- 
ment,’ which handles the money, which makes the 
contracts, which reside in cities and rarely share the 
dangers and vicissitudes of the Service of which they 
are Only nominal members, and sometimes these impair 
the fair fame of their brothers in arms, with whom 
a often have but little sympathy or community of 
interest.”

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


Tue Monongahela, Captain L. A. Kimberly, is ex- 
pected to reach Port Royal, 8. C., ist April next. 

Captain 8S. R. Franklin, commanding the Franklin, 
European station, has applied to be detached from 
that vessel, and will be relieved about the 31st May. 


Rear-ADMIRAL Le Roy expected to leave Hampton

LizuTENANT J. C. Shailer, U. 8. Marine Corps, has 
been detached from the Artillery School, Fort Monroe, 
Va., to take effect May 1, and ordered to report to the 
Hon. Secretary of the Navy. 

Tur Jamestown was hauled is under the derrick at 
Mare Island, March 9, to be equipped prior to her de- 
parture for San Francisco, to take her place as a train- 
ing ship. 

Rear-ApMirRAL Le Roy, commanding North Atlan- 
tic Station, has been directed to appoint a board for 
the examination of Assistant Paymasters J. T. Addicks 
and L. A. York, preliminary to promotion. 


DEsPATCHES have been received from Rear-Admiral 
Reed Werden, commanding U. 8. squadron on the 
South Pacific Station, dated Valparaiso, Feb. 16: The 
Omaha arrived in the harbor Feb. 12, 26 days from 
Callao. She was going to Juan Fernandes to make a 
survey of those Islands. Everything is tranquil on the 
lower coast and throughout the country. ‘The Rich- 
mond was having some repairs made to her propeller. 


A STATEMENT having been made that Wiard’s as- 
sistant testified before the committee of Congress, that 
false reports of the progress and success of his experi- 
ments were continuously made, and that their cost was 
ten times the amount necessary, a San Francisco 
Chronicle reporter interviewed Wiard. Wiard said he 
would have left for China a month earlier than when 
he started but for a belief that the Congressional com- 
mittee would want him. He had already been before 
the committee, who knew he was anxious to leave for 
China ; and Mr. Willis, the Chairman, had expressed 
his belief that the information against Wiard was faise. 
Wiard further stated that the amount of money which 
he had received from the Government for the carrying 
out of his experiments was about $210,000, the 
vouchers for which had all been satisfactorily audited. 
The total amount expended by him was about $228,- 
000, the balance coming from his own pocket, and for 
which he never had made and never contemplated 
making any claim on the Governmeat. Wiard says he 
is ready to give more testimony when called on. 


BeroreE the Spalding Court-martial at San Fran- 
cisco, on Monday and Tuesday, March 6 and 7, Mr. 
Jobr Brownlie, the cashier of the Vallejo Bank, 
testified to going to Pay Inspector Spalding, with a 
certificate, on which his bank had loaned $10,000. 
Spalding pronounced it to be genuine, and said, as 
near as witness could recollect, in answer to a question, 
that a great deal of money was due to Mr. Montaigne 
(the owner of the certificate which was for $13,100.45), 
and it is coming all the time. Mr. Spalding did not 
examine his books at the time, and refused to accept 
an order from Montaigne, asking him to pay the Val- 
lejo Bank this amount ‘out of the first money that 
comes,” saying he could not accept these orders. The 
witness alse testified that the note secured by this cer- 
tificate had not been paid and was overdue. During 
the examination of Mr. Brownlie, Pay Inspector 
Thornton received a telegram announcing the death 
by diptheria in Boston of his child, a little girl of 
eight orten years of age. A. M. Street, a pattern maker 
in the Bureau of Steam Engineering, Mare Island 
Navy-yard, was also examined, and testified as to the 
purchase by Pay Inspector Spalding of a lot of lumber. 
And E. T. Starr, a Vallejo grocer, testified as to the 
purchase from him of 5,000 lbs. of bran. March 10 
and 11, Hugh Morgan, president of the Bank ot British 
Columbia, San Francisco, testified as to loans made to 


Montaigne on the security of certificate of indebted- 
ness given by Mr. Spalding. Monday, March 13, the 
examination of Mr. Morgan was resumed. The pur- 
pose of the testimony from the bank officers was to 
show that Mr. Spalding’s attention had been called to 
the certificates they held, and that he pronounced them 
genuine; the eflort of the defence in the cross examina- 
tion was to bring out the fact that a great many 

enuine vouchers held by the banks were presented to 
the accused from time to time since 1872, and were 
examined by the accused, pronounced in order and 
subsequently paid or redeemed, and further to show 
that false certificates, resembling in every respect the 
genuine, were presented and innocently pronounced 
coriect. These certificates were falsely written on the 
letter-head paper of the office by one of the attachés 
of the pay office.

PROMOTION FROM THE RANKS. 


HERE seems to be a prospect that the outcry for 

Army reduction, raised without sense or reason, 
at the beginning of the session, may result in radical 
changes in the Army system, without, however, 
affecting the integrity ofthe machine. There is no 
apparent prospect of any reduction to apy extent 
greater than that of the Banning bill, if even that can 
run the gauntlet of the two Houses. In the present 
state of demagoguery to which Congress is apparent- 
ly given over, this may be accepted with a sense of 
relief that nothing worse has come of it all. 

Reduction apart, however, the Bannrne bill propo- 
ses one radical change, which we cannot but think is 
at least worth trying fairly. We refer to the change in 
the mode of officering the Army, limiting the com- 
missions to graduates of West Point and non-com- 
missioned officers of the Army itself, the civil ap- 
pointments being,abolished entirely. 

The bill is the production of the chairman of the 
House Military Commitee, and as such will probably 
be passed, and the provisions as to the promotions 
from the ranks will, therefore, almost certainly be 
carried, as they are an integral part of the bill. 

This change is the first attempt in the history of 
our Regular Army to adapt it to the Democratic na- 
ture of the Government, by opening its prizes to the 
people at large. Hitherto the Army has been mod- 
elled,in its traditions and system of officering, al- 
most § entirely on the Eng'ish idea of a gulf between 
the enlisted man and the commissioned officer, and of 
the two as coming from different classes and having 
diverse careers. This was, perhaps, natural, on ac- 
count of our English descent and the tendency of a 
race to revert to its original type and modes of 
thought under any circumstarces of government. At 
the same time, however, that we have had the En- 
glish idea ruling the spirit of the Army, the system 
of organization has been modelled almost entirely on 
that of the French, in which promotion from the 
ranks has been amatterof routine from the year 1789 
to the present day, through every change of govern- 
ment, from Democracy to despotism. 

Mr. Bannine’s bill proposes to recognize officially 
the fact that there is no such thing as a natural divi- 
sion of classes in America, and that officer and soldier 
come from the same class, the only distinction being 
that of education, which all are free to obtain. 

In the volunteer service, in war time, this system 
produced a good working class of officers, to judge 
from the testimony of General SHERMAN in his Mem- 
oirs, and from the successes which attended the close 
of the war, when almost all the regimental officers had 
risen from the ranks in the “ veteran” regiments, The 


exigencies of our small regular}force in time of peace 
are, however, different. The discipline needs to be 
stricter, as it is well known that a campaign relaxes 
discipline sorely. The system of property account- 
ability is much stricter, drill more accurate, and ser- 
vice much harder and more wearisome. 

Still, it seems to be settled that the experiment is 
to be tried, and time alone can determine whether it 
will succeed. By the passage of the law the enlisted 
man is at once placed on a higher plane. He sees be- 
fore him the fair prospect, with good behavior, of 
winning acommission, and, it is plain that this will 
probably induce a far higher class of men to enlist 
than could be expected under the,“ caste” system. 

Itis upon this contingency that the experiment 
will entirely depend for its success. There is no doubt 
that the “ caste” system, in the English army as well 
as our own, has discouraged the enlistment of a 
good class of men. The records of desertion and 
courts-martial and the popular distaste for enlistment 
in both countries are evidence of this. To make offi- 
cers out of the present average material of the enlist- 
ed men of the Army, would probably be to lower the 
standard of the whole Army to a great degree. It is 
to the future material as a whole, and to the better 
part of that now existing that we must look for our 
officers to fill the vacancies which West Point cannot 
satisfy with sufficient numbers, The raising of the 
pay of sergeants, from whom sixty per cent. and up- 
wards of the future officers are to come, is one meas- 
ure that will tend to raise the standard of the force; 
but there will be need of many and careful restric- 
tions as to education and ability to be thrown around 
the provisions of the Banning bill if the Army is not 
to deteriorate under its influence. That its provi- 


sions will finally havea beneficial effect we doubt not,’ 


for they will place the Army on a firm and consistent 
basis throughout, but the change is so radical that it 
will necessitate a great deal of weeding from the pres- 
ent enlisted men and the enlistment of a different gen- 
eral class before it can work smoothly throughout the 
Army. 








Amone the maps published by the Government in 
1875 is one of the Indian Territory, compiled under 
the direction of First Lieutenant E. H. Rurrner, 
Corps of Engineers, Chief Engineer Department of 
the Missouri, Brigadier-General Porz commanding. 
The scale is 1:500,000, and there are smaller maps on 
the eame sheet, showing the ground plan of Fort Sill 
1°8,400, and ‘amp Supply 1°6,000. The map, which 
is published in form sheets, covers an area of about 
400 miles from east to west and 300 miles frem north 
to south, taking in the border of Kansas and Texas, 
and a considerable part of New Mexico, Covering 
as it doesa district that is not settled, and which 
has been explored only by parties whose destination 
usually lay beyond the Indian Territory, and which 
were, therefore, continually moving westward, it does 
not have all the detail which a scale of the propor- 
tion would ‘supply in a more civilized region. But 
it shows in great detail the river and cajion system, 
even the smallest stream ramifications being carefully 
followed up. The main river valleys are marked by 
hatching, which indicates in a very clear way the 
general character of the country, which is that of a 
broad elevated plateau deeply scored by rivers, and 
bearing mountains more or less prominent. Moun- 
tains are also marked by Aachures, and the compiler’s 
difficulties are well illustrated by the great white 
patch, exhibiting little beyond the word Kiowas, 
which cuts off the greater part of the Wishita moun- 
tains, the most prominent range laid down on the 
map. 

Lieutenant RurFNER publishes a long list of 
his authorities, and where they failed he has supple- 
mented them with work done in his own office since 
1871. This work was accomplished by distributing 
reconnoitering instruments through the Department, 
and in his report he points out the good effects that 
may be secured if all moving parties are required to 
keep journals. In this way, by ordinary journals and 
special surveys, he obtained and used notes in a total 
mileage of 52,859 miles, and former surveys of about 
182,000 square miles were copied. The result is, a 
map that in some respects is a rare production. 
Wild countries are not often honored by being 
mapped on a scale of 1°500,000; but in our country 
this is necessary. In fact, it wiil soon be the fashion 





over the whole world. Map-making is one of the 
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sciences to the value of which the world has lately 
waked up. Spain and France are making maps of 
1°500,000; Russia, 1°420,000 ; Turkey, 1°400,000, and 
many other countries use still larger scales. Russia, 
Turkey, and the United States have it in their power 
to give definiteness to our knowledge of a very large 
part of the remaining unmapped countries, and we 
hope this map of the Indian Territory. will find suc- 
cessors over the whole West. Some use is always 
found for good work, and if we can map our wilder- 
ness before it is occupied, a valuable object will be 
accomplished, and at alow cost, The average ex- 
pense of Lieutenant Rurrnen’s office for four and 
a-half years has been $5,702 per year; 3,225 maps 
have been issued, 15 different maps lithographed, 
and office sheets have been drawn for Kansas, Colo- 
rado, (2) New Mexico, and various roads and recon- 
naissances, on scales of from 1°50,000 to 1°1,000,000. 
In fact, though our country is not quite so well ad- 
vanced as most others, in the work of mapping, the 
general Government is paying proper attention to the 
work. Jts territory is now placed under a system of 
exploration and survey, that sooner or later will 
cause an induced current of scientific activity.in the 
State governments. In fact, the war maps which the 
Government is obliged to make asa record of its war 
history will cover a large part of the most difficult 
ground, the river and lake maps will relieve the 
States of another part of the task, and before this 
century closes we shall, no doubt, see creditable work 
done by them. A movement to this end has already 
been made in several New England States, in New 
York, and Pennsylvania. 





THE resolutions of the House in the case of Repre- 
sentative Hays, of Alabama as to the alleged sale of 
a cadetship to Cadet BearpsLer, have been followed 
by an investigation before the Judiciary Committee. 
Beardslee and his mother were both called. Mrs. 
BEARDSLEE testified that she paid $3,000 to one Lily, 
an attorney of Washington, for the cadetship, and re- 
garded it as a perfectly open transaction. Her son 
wanted to be an officer, and she bought him a cadet- 
ship. What became of, the money afterwards is not 
cleared up yet, nor whether Hays received it. 
BEARDSLEE himself, testifies to having seen Hays 
and being introduced as ‘‘the young man whom he 
had appointed.” That was when on his way to Ala- 
bama to secure a technical residence, he being really 
a resident of Utica. Mr. Hays did not ask him any 
questions about his absence from home, or question 
him on any other subject. The young man also tes- 
tified that he signed the letter accepting the appoint- 
ment, in which his residence is stated to be in Choc- 
taw County, Alabama, in blank, and that the state- 
ments contained in it on these points were inserted 


afterward, - 


WE are glad to see that the War Department is re- 
vising its list of officers detailed for duty in connec- 
tion with the Centennial Exhibitior at Philadelphia. 
It is a matter in which the most careful discrimina- 
tion should be used, and officers selected solely be- 
cause of their record, and not because of the political 
or other influence they can bring to bear at Washing- 
ton. It would be a good rule to refuse appointment 
to any officer who seeks to make use of any such 
means to secure it, There can be no impropriety in 
asking for the detail, perhaps, but the effort should 
not be allowed to go deyond this. It would be a 
graceful recognition by the War Department of the 
services of those officers whose first idea is to attend 
to their legitimate business, to send them to Phila- 
delphia, where they would have an opportunity of 
showing the distinguished foreigners they will meet 
there that selection in this country is governed by 
merit, and does not, like kissing, go by favor. This 
is the Centennial year; let us purge ourselves of 
abuses and live cleanly in future. 





Tue House of Representatives refused to concur 
in the Senate amendments to H. R. 820, making ap- 
propriations for the Military Academy, and a confer- 
ence committee has been ordered. The request for 
the committee came from the Senate instead of from 
the House asis usual. There are indications of a very

Tue death of Colonel Cuartes C. CHESNEY, an- 
nounced by telegram from London, carries off one of 
the most brilliant military writers of the present day. 
Colonel Cursney belonged to the Royal Engineers, 
but his privcipal claim to distinction has been in his 
military writing; and that fame has been largely due 
to what must be considereda happy accident, rather 
than-a serious undertaking. Colonel CHEsyEy leaped 
into sudden fame by doing what no man had ever 
done beforehim, and what no man is likely to do 
again. Hewrotea short story in a magazine which 
was strictly and technically military in its tone 
and interest, and at the same time strictly sensational. 
It was called “The Battle of Dorking,” and was trans- 
lated into thirteen different languages, and made the 
circuit of the world. While as a story it was well 
and vividly told, it was asa military pamphlet on the 
English situation that it made itschief sensation. It 
exposed the hollowness of the English volunteer sys- 
tem, and actually produced a reform therein, a result 
which a ponderous volume of statistics would proba- 
bly have failed to do. Since that time Colonel CuEs- 
NEY has made many valuable contributionsto mili- 
tary literature, chiefly in the form of essays on mili 
tary biography. His essays on GRANT, LEE and 
the American generals have been widely read and 
quoted. 








Ca.es P. Marsh, witness to the charges against the 
late Secretary of War, has returned from Canada un- 
der the influence of the promises of immunity from 
prosecution, and has testified before the House Com- 
mittee on Judiciary, to which the impeachment 
charges have been referred. The witness confirmed 
the testimony given by him to the Committee on Ex- 
penditures in the War Department, swearing that he 
had made payments to Gen. Belknap in person, and 
that he made them in money and destroyed the pa- 
pers. The witness made some payments to Belknap 
in person in New York, giving him bank notes; he 
supposed Belknap knew where the money came from 
without any conversation on the subject; the witness 
might have said to him “ Here are $1,500, or a pres- 
ent of money ;” he was under the impression Belknap 
knew the money came from Fort Sill. He was still 
under examination March 22. 

The Committee on Expenditures, pursuing its in- 
vestigations has found that George H. Pendleton re- 
ceived $70,000 trom the Kentucky Central Railroad, 
on account of pushing through a claim on the War 
Department. General Kiddoo, U. 8. A., was examin- 
ed as to his knowledge of this claim, which knowl- 
edge he states that he derived from Mrs. Marsh, wife 
of the witness Marsh. His evidence was positive that 
Mrs. Marsh gave him the impression that Mrs. Belk- 
nap had received a part of this money on account of 
the railroad claim. Mr. Pendleton admits receiv- 
ing the money, but denies paying any of it to Mrs. 
Belknap. 








CoMMANDER Schley, U.8.A., and Lieut.-Com- 
manders Cooper and Gridley, unite in a letter to the 
Washington Chronicle, replying to its criticisms on 
their circular which we published last week, and ex- 
plaining their reasons for asking their brother officers 
to unite with them in “ employing counsel to come 
down to Annapolis to collect the facts and data need- 
ed, in order to prepare us an argument which should 
be irresistable in logic and forcible in facts, in point- 
ing out not only the weakness of the law, but the ab- 
solutely confused condition in which this law would 
leave the highest authority of the land, in attempting 
to adjust the very question that it was intended to 
remedy; to enable us to defray his expenses of travel 
here, and of ourselves to Washington, to present this 
argument to the Naval Committee of Congress.”

ADJUTANT-GENERAL TOWNSEND has been examined 
Ww, the House committee on the expenditures of the 
Yar Department, and has submitted all the papers in 
his possession relating to the sale of the Fort Sill post 
— Among them is a letter from Colonel and 
Brevet Major-General B. H. Grierson, 10th Cavalry, 
who says, among other things: | - 
Repeated complaints have been made to me of the exorbitant 
prices at which goods were sold by Evans, and when I have 
represented the matter to the firm the — that they were 
obliged to pay $12,000 yearly to a Mr. Marsh, of New York city, 
who, they represent, was first appointed post trader by the Sec- 
retary of War, for their permit to trade, and necessarily had to 
charge high prices for their 8 on that account. I have 
repeatedly urged them to represent thie matter in writing to me, 
in order that I might lay the matter before the proper authority 
to relieve the command of this burden, upon whom it evident] 
falls, but they declined to do so, stating tnat they feared their 
permit to trade would be taken from them. As the prices could 
pot be regulated by a council of administration, the trader not 
neiag a sutler, it has been contemplated by some of the officers 
of the garrison to represent this matter, without reference to 
J. 8. Evans, through the proper military channels; but, as it was 
claimed that the authority for the tradership emanated from the 
Secretary of War, it was feared that that course might be con- 
strued as taking exception to the action of superior authority. 
The prices are considerably higher since his appointment by the 
Secretasy of War than previously, and he has undoubtedly taken 
advantage of his position as sole trader in charging these ex- 
orbitant prices, giving the reasons above quoted, stating that he 
could not, under the circumstances, sell goods at lower prices. 
It has also been reported to me that he charges enlisted men 
greater prices for the same articles than he does officers, and at 
all events it is very evident that the officers and mer of this garri- 
son have to pay most of the $12,000 yearly referred to above, 
they being the consumers of the largest portion of the stores. I 
feel that a great wrong has been done to the command in being 
obliged to pay thie enormous amount of money under any 
circumstances, the largest portion of which, at least, has been 
taken from the officers and enlisted men of this post, nearly all 
the money of the latter-mertioned going to the post trader. The 
responsible party for this great injustice should be held respon- 
sible and be obliged to refund the money. 

Robinson’s letter to the Secretary of War, dated St. 
Louis Barracks, April 2, 1875, follows. He states that 
he has preferred charges against J. 8. Evans and Co., 
of malicious slander, ** in which both members of this 
firm have repeatedly stated not only to myself but to 
brevet Major-Geueral Hazen, Brevet Brigadier-General 
Grierson and many others of the officers of the Sixth 
Infantry and Tenth Cavalry, that they were paying you 
(i. e. General Belknap), at one time $15,000 per year, 
at another date $12,000 per year, $1,000 per month in 
advance.” He concludes: ‘‘If 1 leave the Army by 
sentence of the General Court-martial that has just 
tried me it is by getting into unavoidable debt to these 
men who, after getting all the money I had, now seek 
to ruin me, knowing that I alone am in possession of 
all the facts in the case against them. I honestly 
believe that these slanders on your name and action are 
false, and shall bring this firm to speedy justice, 
whether I am in or out of the Army. I ask ef you, sir, 
your advice as to my proceedings before action. Should 
I remain in the Army I shall, if you desire, transmit all 
of the documents entire to you for your information 
and such action as you may see fit to take. Several 
newspaper men have made me very alluring offers for 
my papers, but I prefer to take the course I am now 
doing, so as to get officially all the facts on record 
before a court of justice against these men.” 

General Townsend testified, according to the report 
published, that General Belknap saw the Robinson . 
letter, for he shewed it to him; that the remark was 
made by one of them that it looked like a blackmailing 
operation; that so far as he knew no action was taken 
in the premises; that he happened to know that the 
approval of the sentence of the Court-martia! dismiss- 
ing Robinson was signed by Secretary Belknap after 
consultation with the President; also, that the Presi- 
dent saw Robinson’s letter on either the 4th or 5th of 
the month. 

C. K. Peck, of the firm of Durfee and Peck, post 
traders at Forts Sully, Rice, Stevenson and Buford has 
also been examined, and Orvil Grant, brother of the 
President. Mr. Peck seems to have known but little 
of his own knowledge, but understood that post 
traders were removed and appointed through the in- 
fluence of Orvil Grant and C. W. Babcock, brother of 
General Babcock and surveyor general of Kansas. Mr. 
Grant knew nothing about post traderships, but had 
been interested in the Indian traderships. He wrote 
to the President in regard to these and he replied that 
there would soon be vacancies, and he shortly after- 
wards obtained from the Secretary of the Interior the 
agencies at Standing Rock, Berthold and Peck. He 
arranged with other parties to furnish the capital. The 
President knew nothing of his business arrangement, 
nor did the Secretary of the Interior or Indian Com- 
missioner. During the past two years Mr. Grant has 
received, as his share of profits from Standing Rock, 
$1,100, and from Fort Peck $2,000, and $1,000 for 
Fort Berthold, from J. W. Raymona, not to go there, 
and leave Raymond in full possession. 











Aw advertisement in the Washington papers giv. s 
notice, under date of March 16, that the copartnership 
under the firm name of Sherman and Grant, doing 
business as bankers at 1,425 F street, Wasbington, D.C., 
is this day dissolved by mutual consent.. Mr. Jobn 
Sherman, Jr., is authorized to close the accounts of 
the firm. The N. Y. Herald says: “ This separation is 
the final result of a misunderstanding and almost 
estrangement between the members of the firm which 
began with the publication of Gencral Sherman’s book, 
and was aggravated 4 the publication of General 
Boynton’s reply, the official data for the latter being 
furnished by the President and the late Secretary of 
War. The quarrel of the seniors descended to the 
juniors, and now that Colonel Fred Grant has recalled 
his original intention of resigning from the Army and 
has gone away to the frontier, a graceful dissolution of 
the firm was possible.”

THE QUESTION OF NAVAL RANK. 


We have received so many communications on the 
subject of Naval Rank, started by our correspondent 
** Law,” that we are compelled to sum them up, instead 
of publishing any or all of them in full. ‘‘ Cable” asks 
Law: 








Has the navigator ‘‘ gained,” or has the navigator’s 
junior ‘‘ lost, length of service?’ The navigator cer- 
tainly has not “‘ been advanced,” nor hes bis junior 
**lost numbers on the Navy Register,” for the first 
time that the names of either appears upon the Register 
as in the Regular Navy is in January, 1869, and then 
in the same relative position as now. ~*~ 

In reply to a previous communication, signed ‘* Jus- 
tice,” ‘* Law” says : Assist. Eng. R. R. Leitch, accord- 
ing to law, takes rank, at present, immediately after 
Ensign J. M. Robinson, by virtue of his commission 
as assistant engineer. Each of the officers, at present 
on the midshipman’s list, when promoted to ensign 
will take precedence over Mr. Leitch, until after the 
promotion of the entire class which has been longer in 
the Service than he. 
permanent rank immediately after that of Mr. George 
Stoney. ‘‘—— —— engineer officers graduated at the 
Naval Academy shall take precedence with all other 
officers with whom they have relative renk, according 


to the actual length of service in the Navy.” Act} No. Names. 


app. 8d March, 1873. Assistant Engineer C. W. 
Livermore takes rank immediately after Ensign F. E. 
Sawyer, the latter having entered the Service, 22d 
September, 1868, while the former entered, 26th 
February, 1875. By law Mr. Livermore ranks Mr. 
Leitch more than two years, the latter not being en- 
titled to add six years in estimating _his length of 
service. 

Another correspondent, ‘‘ Order,” says: ‘‘ This is 
what the oficial record of the Navy Department says: 
Mr. George Sewell’s name is not on the Navy Register 
of 1847, and appears for the first time in that of 
Engineers (see also Hammersley, ist ed. p. 227), 
attached to the little steamer Vizen. 
ple, in the same Register, is set down as acting master 
of the steam frigate Mississippi in the same squadron, 
therefore, Temple was dy law (even at that early date), 
a ward-room officer, while Sewell was only a steerage 
officer. The great diflerence in rank and position then 
was, however, no greater than the difference in actual 
war service, as may be seen by consulting, not Ham- 
ersley’s revised record alone (see pp. 138-9, 304-5, 2d 
edition), but the records of the Navy Department. In 
passing | would say that in Hammersley’s 1st edition, 
taken from the records of the Department, I find no 
mention of any war service for Mr. Sewell, exeept the 
bare fact that he served in the Mexican squadron, 
while there is specific mention of Captain ‘Temple’s 
service against the enemy. In the 2d edition, where 
records have been revised by ofticers themselves (see 
Hammersley’s preface) his service, as quoted by ‘ Law,’ 
appears for the first time. If Mr. Sewell entered the 
Navy as an acting second assistant engineer, as * Law’ 
asserts, he must have ranked Messrs. Shoek, King and 
the others from the very first, they being only third 
assistants at that time. go he could not have been 
advanced, and how can my ‘enlightened’ antagonist 
assert that ‘he passed over their heads for war service, 
- . . @& practice, etc.’ If Mr. Sewell (as * Law’ 
asserts in defiance of the official records) has been ad- 
vanced and ranks Captain Temple, then Lieutenant 
F., of the frigate has manifestly also been ad- 
vanced (by successful ex«umination) over Lieutenant 
N., and should rank Passed Assistant Surgeon R. 
There can be no possible escape, logically, from this 
conclusion since the cases are identical, and, assuming 

* Law’s’ first premises, F. must have gained numbers. 
I will now proceed to tell him why the four young 
ofticers he- mentions, who entered the Navy in 1866, 
do not, and should not, rank ‘every lieutenant in the 
Service.’ It is because, notwithstanding such singular 
decisions as the ove | have in a previous letter quoted, 
in regard to Lieutenant F., there is still a sense of 
justice left in their author. The main argument ad-

FACTS ON NAVAL ADMINISTRATION. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal; 


Sir: Your issue of February 26 contains under the 
heading ‘‘ Thoughts on Naval Administration,” state- 
ments in regard to the compound engine that are 
directly opposed to facts. The author asserts among 
other things that ‘‘the highest engineering and ship 
building authorities unite in condemning the com- 
pound engine for ships of war,” and further that 
‘* there is not the shadow of a doubt as to the superiority 
of the former (the single engine), if one inay credit 
the evidence of our senses and the testimony of the 
highest authority.” 

Now, in opposition to these statements and similar, 
in the article to which I refer, I ask consideration of 
the following facts without any comment of my own, 
for I am an advocate of engines with. small cylinders, 
high pressure, simple construction, and surface con- 
densers; but in face of facts, I present, and the con- 
clusion arrived at by the eminent and intelligent engi- 
neers, and the opinions of the private engineering 
firms of world-wide repute that I quote, | can not 
believe the whole subject lies in your correspondent’s 
nutshell, but that it is an open question still. 

Report of the committee appointed by the Lords Com-

SUPPLEMENTARY TO CHAPTER XV. 
acts v. Ipse dixit. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


Sir: By all means let us have facts but not ipse divit. 
To answer my critic so fully as to effectually dispose 
of all his ‘** facts,” would only revive that interminable 
controversy concerning Mr. Isherwood’s official career 
cut short by his summary removal from office in 1869. 

“ Le jeu ne vaut pas la chandelle.” 

Nevertheless, as I have set out to make a point re- 
arding the cause of our engineering failures and fol- 
ies, it is only fair to your readers and to myself that I 

should quote some authority in support of my position. 
I have already quoted the Prize Essay of Neil Mc- 
Dougal, Esq., an engineer of the British Admiralty, in 
regard to my opinions as to compound engines for war 
ships. I will also refer tothe four volumes of the 
** Annual of the Royal School of Naval Architecture,” 
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the volumes of ‘‘ Naval Science” from No. 1 to No. 
14, the last number issued ; to the published opinions 
of Mr. E. J. Reed, M. P., and to the columns of 
Engineering. 

In reference to the specific assertions of my critic, 
I must beg your readers to bear with me patiently 
while I turn to the pages of that well-known work, 
‘Our Naval and Mail Steamers,” by General C. B. 
Stuart, formerly Engineer-in-Chief of the U. 8S. Navy. 
My critic says the engines of the Princeton were ‘‘ won- 
derfully and fearfully made,” and this is a sample of 
his argument throughout. Engineer-in-Chief Stuart 
evidently did not agree with him, as he says (see p. 50): 
“Tt is doubtful whether her performance, considered 
relatively with the fuel consumed, has ever been ex- 
celled by ascrew steamer.” This was written in 1853, 
ten years after the Princeton was launched, and 
throughout his article, and especially on page 51, the 
ex-engineer-in-chief pays the very highest praise to the 
vessel’s performance, not only under steam, but also 
under sail, All that I asserted was, that ‘‘ for her day 
she was a wonderful success. Engineer-in-Chief Stew- 
art (an expert) evidently thought so, too, even so late 
as 1858. So much for “ Fact” No. 1. 

Again, my critic says, ‘‘ the engines of the San Ja- 
cinfo were designed by Merrick and Sons,” but En- 
gineer-in-Chief Stuart says (p. 79), that they were 
designed by Chief Engineer Charles H. Haswell, 
U. 8. N., and constructed under the supervision of 
Chief Engineer Henry Hunt. U.S. N. ‘Therefore, it 
is only true that Messrs. Merrick built the engines, 
which is a very different affair from designing them. 
These engines subsequently went to the ‘‘ scrap heap,” 
while the engines of the sister ship, the Saranac, de- 
signed, by what my crilic is pleased to term, ‘‘ an out- 
side party,” to wit, Charles W. Copeland, Esq., re- 
mained in the Saranac until she sunk in Seymour 
Narrows some montis ago, having performed satis- 
factorily for over twenty-six years! If this has no 
‘* point” or moral in it I fail to discover a sharper one. 
So much for ‘‘ Fact” No. 2. 

Again, my critic says, tlre engines of the Minnesota and 
Merrimac class were designed by private firms he 
names. This will be news to such of the private 
firms (the West Point Foundry for iustance) as yet 
remain in existence. Even Mr. Jsherwood (see ‘‘ Pre- 
cedents,” vol. i, page 158) contradicts this ‘‘ fact,” as 
he speaks of the engines of the Minnesota, Roanoke and 
Colorado, as ‘‘ Penn’s trunk engines,” and of those of 
the Merrimac and Wabash as ordinary ‘* back-acting” 
engines. The ‘‘fact” is I did not use the word ‘* en- 
gine” at all. I spoke of the ‘‘ character of the steam 
machinery” of these vessels. Now it is well to know 
that the main trouble with these vessels was the lack of 
boiler power, and the boilers were presumably invent- 
ed, and certainly patented, by Chief Engineer D. B. 
Martin, U.S. N., and introduced by him into every 
one of these vessels! So much for ‘‘ Fact” No. 3. 

IE admit that the Oneida and Tuscarora were dupli- 
cates of the two “measurably successful results” I 
mentioned. It was an inadvertent omission of mine, 
and I cheerfully hasten to correct it, though I dis- 
covered it after my manuscript was in the hands of 
the printer (too late for correction then). For my 
critic’s information, however, let me add the K+arsarge 
to the list. These facts, however, only confirm my 
view of the case, as the vessels named were all fast. 
The fling at the performance of the once 13 knots, but 
wooden Wyoming, in 1874 (16 years after she was 
launched) is characteristic of the general tenor of my 
opponent’s argument. The Wyomng’s boilers were 
utterly worn out, and her “speed life” gone, when 
she appeared at the grand naval fizzle y’clept ‘‘ a Re- 
view.” But why sneer at the poor Wyoming, and 
omit the equally praiseworthy and thoroughly ‘ Bu- 
reau ship” Shenandoah ? 

The average speed of the American fleet in this 
grand naval review was four knots per hour! If this 
proves engineering reform to be unnecessary, I have 
nothing more to say. Again, to call the Winooski's 
engines ‘‘ Bureau engines” is about as refreshing as the 
famous Isherwood table of comparison (for the informa- 
tion of confiding Congressmen) between English and 
American ships, where among certain fossil craft of the 
British navy was placed the Bee, a gigantic vessel of 
40 tons, gravely set down (1864) under the caption 
‘* principal vessels of the British navy!” 

Why, is it necessary for me to tell my critic, that the 
engines he refers to were the ordinary ‘* poppet valve 
engines” in common use on river and sound steamboats, 
somewhat marred, it is true, by ‘‘ Bureau improve- 
ments,” but still good engines? It was, I -know, 
heralded to the world at the time that this “ trial” was 
to be one between Mr. Isherwood’s princinles and Mr, 
E. N. Dickerson’s principles, but the real fact is that 
this much vaunted performance of the Winooski was 
no test of the peculiar bureau principle. 

Every volume of the Army AND Navy JOURNAL, 
from No. 1 to No. 12, inclusive, wil! tell a different 
story from the one given by my critic, while the columns 
of Engineering retute his professional opinions and 
assertions in every single instance. As to the cited 
“log books,” I challenge their production, page and 
instance. 

Let us have facts by all means; but mere assertion is 
not fact. ‘‘ Thoughts,” however, are often warranted 
even when facts gre not cited. 

My critic sums up and disposes of me to his own 
satisfaction by saying, ‘‘it is a remarkable fact (not 
‘thought,’) that the results have been uniformly and 
decidedly the opposite of what might be expected from 
a perusal of chapter xv. of ‘Thoughts.’” If this be 
so, it is indeed ‘‘ passing strange” that the Board. of 
Engineering experts ot the United States, convened by 
Secretary Welles in 1863, and again by Secretary 
Robeson in 1869, did not find it out; for this is how 
their report. ends (see vol. vii., page 144, of the Jour- 


Copeland, Wm. Wright, B. H. Bartol and Wm. H. 
Bromley will be found: 

‘In conclusion, the reports of the Board have disclosed the 
general inferiority of the machinery designed by the Bureau of 
Steam Engineering to the practice of marine engineer construc- 
tors in this and every other maritime country, from which prac- 
tice it differed im essential points and with lamentable results. 
These differences may be summed up &s consisting in the persis- 
tent use of an inferior type of boiler, inferior types of engines, 
highly improper proportions in their important details, and a 
very lojariows and costly excess in weight over that required or 
used by machinery builders of extensive practice and world-wide 
reputation. 

This is rather stronger than anything I have said. 
So much for ‘‘ Fact” No. 4. 

In regard to the compound engine question, I still 
feel inclined to regard my position as impregnable, and 
could quote pages in support of my opinions, but it is 
not necessary. Even Mr. Isherwood himself is on my 
side, which, by the bye, is the only thing that makes 
me at all doubtful of my position, and the horrible 
disaster to the Mound City at the White River fight in 
1862, is one of my many cases in point. 

In reference to my critic’s other assertion about 
simple engines, is it necessary for a naval seaman to 
instruct one whom I infer is a naval ‘‘ engineer,” that 
with simple engines with cylinders properly steam 
jacketted, and suitably designed boilers capable of 
sustaining a working steam pressure of 75 lbs. per 
square inch, the pressure in battle may be just as low 
and as safe as one pleases, whereas, with compound 
engines, to quote Mr. Wood (the present engineer-in- 
chief), in his recent circular, ‘‘ the engines should be 
worked with the highest pressure of steam allowed in 
the boiler”—he might have added, must be so worked 
in order to attain any result worth mention. My 
critic’s remarks about the ships of our Navy never run- 
ning under full boiler power (because of a Blue Book 
Regulation of 1865 and 1870), will sound refreshingly 
to those commanders of ‘‘ bureau vessels” who, when 
doing their ‘‘ level best” onjthe blockade and on various 
occasions since the recent ‘‘ unpleasantness,” have had 
the mortification to see themselves left far astern by 
foreign steamers of almost every nation under the sun, 
including even Hayti. The author has an unpleasant 
remembrance of losing no less than ‘‘ forty thousand 
dollars in a lump,” from his utter inability in a bureau 
steamer to overtake in a fair race, and over a smooth 
sea, a couple of English blockade runners deeply 
cotton ladened, when, had the bureau engines and boil- 
ers been what might reasonably have been expected for 
their weight and cost, his purpose would have been 
fully accomplished. On this occasion no one damned 
the bureau machinery more than the engineers of the 
vessel themselves. It came right home to them. No! 
no! take the prize records of the late civil war, and 
see how many blockade running steamers were cap- 
tured by vessels with the ‘‘ bureau engines,” and how 
many were taken by ex-mail steamers and other old 
cratt purchased from the merchant marine. If this 
comparison does not dispose of my critic’s assertions, 
and show the necessity of the engineering reform I 
advocate, I will promptly and squarely yield that much 
of my case. So much for ‘‘ Facts” No. 5. 

A few final points and I have done once and for all 
with my critic. I did not, as he charges, advocate the 
“ abolition” of the bureau; I advised the consolidation 
of the two construction bureaus with a view to greater 
efficiency. This is not a new, a startling, or a radical 
idea—in truth the plan was some ten years ago talked 
over by the author with one of the cleverest chief 
engineers (now, alas! dead), our Navy ever produced, 
who approved most heartily of the project. Neither 
do I advocate the selection of the constructor-general 
(see chap. ii.), exclusively from civil life, if the Navy 
list can produce the man equal to the occasion. [ 
merely object to limiting this choice to the Navy list 
alone. 

I nowhere assert as a fact that ‘‘ outside parties” 
always produced the best results in steam machinery. 
I merely call for a fairer and more honest. competition 
between Government and private firms than we have 
had hitherto. If anybody is disposed to tbink the 
bureau system of the years 1861 to 1869, inclusive, 
fair, I mourn for his lack of intelligence, as well as 
sense of honesty and justice. 1 do most firmly believe 
in having a corps of practical ‘‘ engine drivers” who 
shall be warrant officers, as calculated to foster and 
encourage true ‘‘ engineering capacity” in the com- 
missioned grades of the Navy. ‘This after all is only 
a modification of the French system—it is nothing 
radical, though my critic appears to think so. 

I profess to be an earnest, honest and sincere friend 
to all ‘* naval engizeers,” but I have little respect for 
overweening pretension when unsupported by even a 
decent minimum of successful performance.

intendent’”’—which could hardly be the case if that 





part of the regulations was in force, which required 
the captain to be there. 

N. O. is in error, also, in regard to Great Yarmouth. 
Instead of being a small establisbment for inv: lids from 
the coast guard, etc., it is the hospital for the insane 
of the English navy. There are often as many as 
thirty or forty officers, of all grades, there for treat- 
ment, and ever three hundred enlisted men. With 
the necessary attendants and watchmen, this forms a 
large establishment, and an entremely difficult one to 
manage. Yet this place, in spite of the quoted regula- 
tions, is in charge of a medical officer, who is responsi- 
ble directly to the authorities at the admiralty, and to 
no one else. 

I trust that ‘‘ Naval Officer” will see that I am only 
putting facts against his original statement, and have 
not ventured to argue as to whether such a state of 
affairs was right or wrong. I do not think that such a 
condition of things will ruin the British navy, or upset 
the constitution; but suchis only my private opinion, 
and, as such, of little worth, M. D. 

Tue Central Law Journal of St. Louis, of which 
Judge Dillon, who presided over the trial of General 
Babcock, is ‘‘ contributing editor,” in an article on the 
trial, says: 

After such a defence, why, then, was Babcock ac- 
quitted ? Simply because there was not sufficient 
evidence to convict him. Notwithstanding the insane 
rage of certain partisan journals, it is admitted by the 
best lawyers, that the Government’s case was a weak 
case. 1. The evidence against Babcock was entirely 
circumstantial. There was no direct testimony con- 
necting him with the ring. Not one of the conspirators 
had testified that he was a member of it. 2. Not only 
was the evidence wholly circumstantial, but it lacked 
the element which is most necessary to support a con- 
clusion of guilt under such evidence; it failed to show 
any adequate motive for the imputed crime. Not a 
doliar of the ring money was shown to have been,re- 
ceived by him; the manner in which it was divided, as 
shown by the ring witnesses, precluded the idea that 
he could have received any considerable porticn; and 
the only testimony tending to show that he ever re- 
ceived any money—the placing by Joyce of a five hun- 
dred dollar bill in an envelope addressed to Babcock, 
and the mailing of it by Everest, candidly viewed, 
looks more like a trick to deceive the distillers through 
Everest, than like the transmission of ring-money to 
Babcock. Upon this point the argument of Judge 
Porter was peculiarly torcible. He urged that if it 
took five thousand in the first instance to corrupt such 
a wretch as Hogue, and fifteen thousand more to keep 
him corrupted, the improbability that an ofticer high 
in rank in the United States Army, and occupying un 
exalted position in civil life should betray his trust and 
sell his honor for such petty installments, was very 
great. 3. It was proved, however—and this we regard 
as the sum of the Government’s case—that on two me- 
morable occasions when the ring leaders were in great 
distress, Babcock actively interested himself in their 
behalf; and the famous ‘‘ Sylph” telegram conveyed to 
them over a fictitious signature, on the most important 
of the occasions, the intelligence of his success. Whie- 
ther he did this with a guilty knowledge of the exis- 
tence of the conspiracy and with the corrupt purpose 
of furthering its plans, is whoJly a matter of inference; 
and that he had such guilty knowledge and such cor- 
rupt purpose is by no means a necessary conclusivo; it 
could scarcely be inferred beyond a reasonable doubt. 

The weakness of the Government’s case was only 
surpassed by the weakness of the defence. Babcock 
had heralded through the press that he would fally ex- 
plain the suspicious telegrams. This he not only 
failed, but did nut even attempt todo. While the jurv 
could not infer guilt from this failure to explain 
(Chaffee v. United States, 18 Wall., 516), yet innocence 
always has an explanation of some sort at hand, and to 
this hour Babcock has offered none. Unless some 
satisfactory explanation shall be hereafter made, this 
trial leaves his character overshadowed with a cloud 
which must darken his whole future career. We do 
not. attach much importance to his failure to explain 
the contents of the letters which he sent to McDonald 
after the latter was indicted, under cover of Major 
Grimes. He might have feared that McDonald would 
accuse him falsely, in order to save himself, and inight 
have begged him in the name of old friendship not to 
do so; he might even have gone further and promised 
his influence in securing MeDonald a pardon; or he 
might have still believed him innocent, and yet not 
desired the public to know of the correspundence. 
And having written such letters he might well be 
innocent, and yet have every motive to conceal their 
contents from the public. 

We regret that we cannot think so well of the con- 
duct of Babcock in visiting McDonald in his cell the 
day after the former’s acquittal. It was, to say the 
least, a questionable sequel to a defence which had ex- 
plained nothing, but which had nevertheless been 
heralded to the world by certain political journals as a 
triumphant vindication of persecuted innocence.

Massacuusetts Minitra Law.—The Militia Committee of 
the State Legislature has been fervently wrestling with 
the subject of militia through the present session, and has 
at last brought forth the following bill, which is entitled 
** An act to reduce the expenses and increase the efliciency 
ot the militia” : 

Section 1. The active militia shall hereafter be styled the 

NaTIronaL GUARD OF MASSACHUSETTS, 
' Seo, 2. In time of peace the National Guard shall comprise 
forty-five hundred men, to consist of seventy companies of in- 
fantry, four companies of cavalry, four companies of light artil- 
lery, and two corps of cadets. 

Sec. 3. The maximum number of officers, non-commissioned 
officers, musicians, and privates in a company of infantry shall 
be fifty-one; and in companies of cavalry and artillery, eighty. 

Src. 4. The Commander-in-Chief shall arrange the companies, 
exclusive of the cadet corps, into regimeuts of eight companies 
each, and battalions of two or four companies each, and 10rm 
them into two brigades, which shall constitute one division. 

Src. 5. The commissions of all brigadier-generals and field 
officers now serving in the militia shall expire upon the passage 
of this act. And upon the completion of the re-arrangement 
provided for in the preceding section, and within four months 
from the passage of this act, the Commander-in-Chief shall issue 
orders for new elections to fill all such vacancies as shall exist. 

Sec. 6. All officers of the National Guard shali be commis- 
sioned for the term of three years only. 

Sec. 7. The Commander-in-Chief shall appoint upon his staff 
an inspector-general, with the rank of brigadier-general, who 
shall receive the same pay and allowances as other officers of 
the same rank, and in addition the sum of five cents a mile for 
uecessary travel to and from the place of inspection. 

Sec. 8. At each encampment the troops shall be inspected by 
the Inspector-General, his assistants, or such other officer as he 
shall indicate. 

Sec. 9. Every officer whofe duty it is to make return on the 
first day of December, annually, of property for which he is ac- 
countable, shall be required to make a like return also on the 
tiret day of July, annually. 

Sec, 10, From and after the first day of June of the present 
year, the pay and allowances of officers and enlisted men shall 
be reduced twenty per cent. 

Sec, 11. From and after said date, in the organization of the 
militia, the grades of mustering officers, paymasters, assistant 
surgeon aad company sergeant shall be dispensed with. Adju- 
tants of regiments and battalions sha]l act as mustering officers 
of such regiments and battalions, and commanders of companies 
as paymasters of their respective commands, without additional 
pay except for milege, And every commanding ofticer so acting 
us paymaster shall give a bond, as now required by law from 
paymasters, in the penal sum of one thousand dollars, 

Sec. 12, So much of the acts of 1874 as authorizes the purchase 
of uniforms for the militia, at the expense of the Commonwealth, 
is hereby repealed, i 

Sxc. 13. The commander of a brigade may raise by voluntary 
enlistment, and warrant and organize, to be under his direction 
and command at encampments, or at, any parade ordered by the 


inclusive of a drum-major. Each member of the band. shail 
keep himself provided with such uniform as may be direeted by 
the Commander-in-Chief, and such instrument as the commander 
of his brigade prescribes, under penalty for each neglect or de- 
ficiency, or for misconduct, of dismissal from the band by such 
commauder, and of not less than ten nor more than twenty dol- 
lars, to be recovered on complaint by the assistant general of 
the brigade to which such band is attached or to the brigade 
commander. Members of bands need not be mustered in as pro- 


vided for enlisted men, unless by special orders of the Com- 
mander-in-Chief.

G. H. 8. asks: Does the present New York law (five years 
service) exempt National Guardsmen from al! jury duty thereaf- 
ter, or does it only exempt them ‘during the five years’ service ? 
ANSWER.—From all thereafter. 


D. H. K. asks : In what year were the etripes of our national 
flag increased from thirteen to fifteen, and when were they re- 
duced again to thirteen ? ANswer.--In 175 they were increased 
to fifteen to match the stars, for the two new States (Kentucky 
and Vermont) then just admitted. This flag, fifteen stars and 
fifteen geipes, lasted till 1818, when it was changed to its present 
form of thirteen stripes and a star for each new State. 


J A. J. asks : How isit possible to load in double rank with 
breech-loaders according to Upton’s Revised ‘lactics without the 
rear rank man interfering with his front rank man? Nothing is 
suid about it, and we find it impossible todo it without either 
occasionally hurting a front rank man’s arm or perhaps endan- 
gering his head. Next. What do file-closers do when column 
of fours is executing fours in circle right wheel or left wheel ¢

With a post and stable guard reduced to a total of 

twelve privates, the number of available privates for 
guard was so small, for more than seven consecutive 
months the men, as arule, had but ‘ one night in bed;” 
at other times the required number of men could not 
be obtained at guard mounting in the morning, for ten 
successive days, the deficit being supplied at retreat by 
men ‘who had passed the previous night on the mail 
stage as escort, by company cooks and by the com- 
manding oflicers orderly, For more than four years 
the garrison has furnished at no time less than twelve 
men as permanent guards at various mail stage stations, 
located from twenty-eight to eighty miles from the 
post, and for nearly the same period has furnished four 
men per week as escorts to the mail stages. 
In addition to the usual garrison duties, performiag 
all the heavy work incident to the erection of two large 
buildings, quarrying stone, making adobes, and numer- 
ous marcbes and scouts by small detachments, the 
troops have marched in pait as follows, viz.: One 
company, 530 miles; one company, 458 miles; one 
company, 850 miles; another company (cavalry), 852 
miles; onecompany, 225 miles; and another company, 
225 miles. Five different detachments have marched 
respectively, 290, 450, 580, 450 and 932 miles. One 
company of cavalry and one of infantry, aggregating 
seventy-three men, made a seven weeks’ scout in Sep- 
tember and October, 1875, marching an aggregate of 
1153 miles, and again in November, the same company 
of cavairy with a detachment of infantry, made a 
scout of twenty-five days, marching 340 miles, and in 
both cases mapped the country. It is a low estimate 
to say, that the troops during the #ixteen months have 
marched not less than 8,000 miles, or an average of 104 
miles per month for each company.

at once advisable to supply the active army with it, 
making over the Mauser rifles to the Landwehr, who 
are at present armed with the old needle-gun. 


Tue Parisians account for the sadden ending of 
the Carlist campaign by saying that the late Duke of 
Modena ordered in his will that the legacy which he 
lett to Don Carlos’s wife should not be paid before 
peace had been declared, resulting either in the 
victory or definite defeat of Don Carlos, who was to 
acquire this fortune either on the throne of Spain or 
in exile. Hence, since he had lost all hope of ascend- 
ing the throne, Don Carlos thought it would be use- 
less to prolong his resistance, and would be better to 
bring the war to a close, quit Spain, and take posses- 
sion of the fortune left him under these conditions. 


Tue 81-ton gun, which has had its bore enlarged 
from 14 1-2 to 15 inches, was tried at the proof butts 
in Plumstead Marshes on Thursday, March 2, with 
most succeasiul results. The heaviest charge of 
powder used was 250 lb., with a shot weighing 1,266 
Ib. The velocity obtained was 1,533 {t. per second, 
and the pressure 23°2 tons per square inch. It is 
probable the gun will be further bored to 15 1-2 in. 
In the process ot reboring the gun has been reduced 
in weight by about three-quarters of aton. The 
conclusion arrived at from the day’s experiments is, 
that, as the calibre is increased, so the bottom of the 
bore receives a greater, and the metal surrounding 
the charge a less, proportional strain for a given 
pressure per square inch. 


Ueber Land und Meer states that the general staff 
of the German army is, according to the organisation 
just completed, distributed into the following depart- 
ments :.” 1. The head office with the Chancellory and 
Economy-Commission. 2. The first, second, and 
third divisions of the Intelligence Department. 
These, which were formerly denominated the East, 
Central, and West War-theatre Departments respec- 
tively, have now assigned to them as follows: To the 
first, Austria, Russia, Sweden, and Norway, Den- 
mark, Turkey, Greece, and Asia; to the second, 
Prussia and Germany, Italy, Switzerland; and to the 
third, France, Great Britain, Holland, and Belgium, 
Spain, Portugal, and America. Each of these divi- 
sions has its own chief, with attached officers as re- 
quired, 3. The Railway Department. 4. The De- 
partment of Military History, including the archives 
and liorary. 5. The Geographical Statistical De- 
partment, 6. The Trigonometrical. 7. The Topo- 
graphical. 8. The Map-drawing; and 9, the Deposi- 
tory of Plans. Departments 6 to 9 are under a 
special chief, the head of the survey, who is directly 
under the chief of the general staff of the army. 


An old work on “ Military Discipline,” printed in 
London in 1754, gives the following abstract of the 
code of minor punishments at that time observed in 
the regiments of Foot Guards: “ When any man is 
returned on the parade return for dirty appearance 
of any kind he is to be ordered—-for the first offence, 
six days’ drill; for the second, fourteen days’ drill ; 
for the third, a court-martial. (The period within 
which offences are to be considered cumulative is not 
specified.) If any.article shall be lost or spoiled in 
charge of any guard, the whole guard shall pay for 
it, and the loser or spoiler receive a month’s drill. 
When any man is absent from parade the morning 
he is for guard, for the first offence, he shall go for 
forty-eight hours to the Savoy, on bread-and-water, 
and receive fourteen days’ drill; for the second, he 
shall be brought to a court-martial, except in case of 
sickness, when he shall be sent to hospital. If he 
come late for guard, he shall receive six days’ drill 


for each oftence. When any man is ordered drill and 
misses it, he shall go for twenty-four hours to the 
black-hole for every day he misses, and if is be the 
day before his guard he shall go for forty-eight 
hours.” — : 

An Austrian military paper states that the Italian 
infantry comprises 80 regiments of the line of three 
bsttalions each, and 10 regiments of bersaglieri of 
four battalions—in all 280 battalions. The strength 
ot each company is 104 men in peace and 205 in war. 
The total force of the infantry on war footing is 229,- 
000 men. The Italian cavalry is composed of 20 regi- 
ments of six squadrons—in all 120 squadrons—each 
of which bas in peace time 122 mounted troopers, 
and only 13 more in war, including officers, so that 
this branch of the service is easily brought up to war 
footing, on which the total cavalry force consists of 
13,200 men. This force is very weak in proportion 
to the infantry, there being only one trooper for 
fourteen foot soldiers, The Italian artillery com- 
prises, according to the new organisation, ten regi- 
ments of ten batteries each. Only nive ure organised 
as yet. Each battery has eight pieces, ;making alto- 
gether (at present) 720 guns. In peace time each 
battery is served by 104 men, and in war by 205 for 
a heavy battery, and 169 fora light one. The equip- 
ment of the Italian army is suitable, and the infantry 
armament is remarkable from being ‘now entirely 
composed of the Vetterli rifle. The 60 light bat- 
teries have lately been supplied with good bronze 
breech-loaders of 75 millimétres calibre, while the 
heavy batteries are still armed with old muzzle- 
loaders of 12 on the La Hitte system. 


Tue Duke of St. Albans lately brought the subject 
of the Martini-Henry rifle under the notice of the 
English Parliament, observing that this weapon was 
not, as far as he understood, so perfect as had been 
expected,and asked whether there would be any 
objection to lay on the table the official reports 
respecting it, and the estimated cost of repairing the 
defects complained of. Lord Cadogan said that some 
defects had been pointed out in the Martini-Henry 
rifle, but they were such as could be remedied at a 
comparatively small cost. As this particular rifle 
was chosen after great deliberation, and as much 
public money had been spent in its manufacture, it 
was the duty of the government to make the arm 
serviceable by remedying the defects. Lord Grey 
thought that the first consideration should be to pro- 
vide our soldiers with the best possible weapon ; and 
he wished to know whether it was true that the re- 
coil of this weapon interfered with correct shooting. 
Lord Lansdowne stated that he had been told that 
the Martini-Henry rifle had been tried by a large 
number of regiments, and that the reports respecting 
it were highly satisfactory, the recoil being one of 
the points to which attention was directed. The 
Duke of Cambridge said he should prefer the rifle if 
it had a half-cock. No doubt some defects had been 
pointed out, but they might be remedied by more 
careful manufacture, and the recoil was found to be 
owing to the musket being too long. 


Tue British dockyards are to supply in the course of 
the ensuing year 13,497 tons weight of ships hulls. Of 
this amount, 8037 tons are of armor-plated ships, 1606 
tons of iron-corvettes, wood-sheathed, 1375 tons of 
composite-sloops, 1290 tons of armed despatch-ves- 
sels, and the remainder, amounting to 1189 tons, of 
composite-corvettes and iron gunboats. Only »one 
new ship is to be laid down in the royal yards, a 
composite sloop of the Osprey class, which is to be 
commenced at Sheerness on the completion of the 
Osprey herself. Of the ships to be completed before 
the close of the year 1876-77, the most important are 
the armored ship Alexandra, building at Chatham, 
the Thunderer at Portsmouth, and the Shannon, 
building at Pembroke, to be completed at Devon- 
port; the iron wood-sheathed corvettes Boadicea and 
Bacchante, building at Portsmouth; and the compo- 
site corvettes Zourmaline, Turquoise, and Ruby, 
building by contract. Besides these, the composite 
sloops Osprey, at Sheerness; Pelican, Flamingo, and 
Condor, at Devonport; the Weld Swan and Penguin, 
building by contract, are promised us, as well as six 
iron guuboats, Four other small iron gunboats of 
the Scourge class, the Tickler, the Pincher, the Griper 
and the Gadfly, which have been commenced at 
Pembroke, are “ not to be proceeded with.” Of the 
ships to be advanced, almost to completion, at least 
far enough to expect them early in the following 
financial year are the long-expected Dreadnought, 
known, for many years,as the Fury, building at 
Pembroke, and the Temeraire, at Chatham. 

How are the mighty fallen! says the London 
Broad Arrow: The Dutch navy, which during the 
long sanguinary wars at the end of the seventeeenth 
century strove hard for, and well nigh wrested from 
us altogether, the supremacy of the seas, which, com- 
manded by De Ruyter and De Witt, inflicted upon 
us more than one signal defeat in our own waters, 
which carried the flag of Admiral Van Tromp trium- 
phantly down the channel, with a broom at the mast- 
head of his ship as a token that he had swept from 
off the deep every hostile vessel; which, when one 
fleet of a hundred sail had been destroyed, forthwith 
equipped and sent to sea a yet larger squadron which, 
encountering the English fleet under Albemarle, 
fought with it for four days, until finally, owing to 
the sheer exhaustion of the men, both sides were fain 





to haul off under cover of a thick mist, without 





either having gained a decided advantage, this navy, 
once so formidable, endowed with such glorious tra- 
ditions ; this force which once sailed up the Thames, 
bombarded Sheerness, and, running up the Medway, 
destroyed our vessels in the dockyard at Chatham, 
consists now, barely two hundred years since the date 
of its most brilliant achievements, according to the 
estimates of 1876, of but three moderate sized and 
twelve small armored turret-ships, together with two 
armored gunboats. Of the three larger vessels, one 
carries four, the other two each two 12-ton guns, are 
clad with from five to eight inches of iron, and can 
attain a speed of rather over twelve knots an hour. 
Of the twelve smaller ships, ten are precisely alike 
in construction, each carrying two 12-ton guns, 
armored with 5 1-2 inches of iron, but are only capa- 
ble of steaming seven knots. Their length is 187 
feet, with a beam of 44 feet. The remaining two are 
longer, narrower, and faster vessels, being 193 feet 
long, 36 feet broad, and able to steam nearly thirteen 
knots an hour. Their armament also consists of two 
12-ton guns. The total amount of the naval esti- 
mates for this year barely exceeds £900,000. 


Tuer Chinese navy, says a French journal, conssist 
of forty-five ships of war, divided into three squud- 
rons, stationed respectively at Canton, Foochow and 
Shanghai. In the Canton squadron are two gun- 
boats, bought by the Celestial Empire from Great 
Britain. An English captain named Traver also 
commands one of the ccrvettes at Foochow. Each 
of the divisions is under the command of a pro- 
vincial governor. The army consists of 1,200,000 
men, stationed at various parts of the Empire over 
an area of 1,500,000 miles. The division under Gene- 
ral Tso-Tsung-Tsang, the Viceroy of Kansou and 
Chensi, which numbered not long since 130,000, has 
been reduced to 40,000 by the constant wars with the 
Mohammedans of the northwest, the absence of sani- 
tary and medical organization and their horrible 
methods of transport. The division under Si-Hung- 
Chang consists of 70,000. Most of these carry 
breech-loading rifles and European side arms, and 
are highly trained. These are the two best divisions. 
Most of the forts are defended by English, German 
and American cannon. ‘‘ Nothing,” says Captain 
Pryewalski, of the Russian army, “can equal the 
moral degradation of Chinese troops. Officers and 
men become complete beasts by the quantity of 
opium which they inhale, sometimes falling down 
utterly helpless and insensible in the presence of the 
enemy. When it rains it is necessary to threaten 
them with death in order to drive them from their 
tents, and often the general-in-chief is compelled to 
execute half a dozen of them before the rest are 
aroused from their apathy. Whenever the army is 
ordered to tents for a night the officers and men scour 
the immediate neighborhood and rob and plunder to 
such a degree that the arrival of the military at any 
point is regarded by the inhabitants as disastrous as 
a plague. In fighting the troops are formed ina 
semicircle, and attack simultaneously from the front 
and flanks, always discharging their rifles without 
taking deliberate aim,and often dance and sing during 
a battle.” 

THe annual report on the state of the Militia of 
Canada sbows that during 1874, 28,845 men of the 
active militia underwent training, but in the major- 
ity of cases double the number of men would have 
joined had the government voted money enough to 
pay them. Those who did attend, too, would have 
readily remained in camp twice the time exacted. 
In order, however, to give young officers and non- 
commissioned officers experience in their duties, Ma- 
jor-General Selby Smyth reports a proposition, made 
last year, that two or three enrolled companies should 
be established as training schools. It is difficult to 
believe that, without some small nucleus of a stand- 
ing army, any force can really become efficient. The 
general also urges the appointment of a permanent 
sergeant-major to each battalion, such sergeant-major 
to be charged with the care of arms and stores. With 
regard to the arms, he observes that the rifles have 
been so long in use without examination by an ar- 
morer that a large proportion are unfit for active ser- 
vice. The general recommends that skilled armorers 
should examine every rifle in use once a year, and 
effect the necessary repairs. The militia are all 
armed with the Sniders. There are thirty rifled 
9-pounder guns in the possession of the artillery, and 
others in course of preparation for issue. With the 
exception of a few brecch-loaders, there are no garri- 
son rifled guns in the Dominion. It is worthy of 
remark that the breech-loader is useless in Canada 
during winter, as the screws freeze, and it has been 
found necessary to light a fire for an hour inside the 
gun before bringing it into action. General Smyth 
recommends that twenty-five or thirty converted Pal- 
liser 64-pounder and 32-pounder guns should be 
purchased, The cavalry “ turned out well this year, 
weil mounted; horses, without the advantage of a 
manége, wonderfully steady; on the various field- 
days the corps were well handled, and some of them 
understood fairly the duties of outposts and feeling 
for an enemy.” The Cadet College is now ready for 
the reception of students. The number of cadets for 
the first year is to be twenty-two, to be admitted by 
competition. Next year there will be an accession 
of thirty-six. 

A CORESPONDENT of the Naval and Military Gazette 
writes from Verzailles an account of the daily routine 
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of life of the French soldier, which is very interest- 
ing. Hesays: Asis known, the French army is 
composed of three categories of men: The one year 
volonteers, who have passed an examination and paid 
1500 francs to avoid conscription; the six months’ 
men, who have drawn good numbers at the cons¢rip- 
tion, serve half a year before being enrolled in the re- 
serve; and the ordinary conscripts, who serve five 
years. The one-year volunteers, or “conditionnels,” 
as they are called in the service, live quiteapart from 
the rest, have separate quarters, drill, study and 


guard mount separately (Saturday is guard day for 


the conditionnels all through the army), and enjoy 
several privileges which give them the status of gen- 
tlemen cadets. The six months’ men are mixed with 


the common soldiers, and the days’ occupations are 
At half-past 
five at this season, reveille, and while the men are 
dressing the cook passes through the barrack rooms 
and serves each man half a pint of black coffee to sus- 
tain him during the two hours and a quarter’s drill, 
from 6:15 to 8:30. At 8:45, breakfast, consisting of 
a pint of vegetable soup, with a suspicion of beef in 
it,and a1 1b. ration of bread, which must last the 


allotted forthese two sets as follows: 


whole day (in some barracks a 2 1b. loaf is given every 
two days). At 9:15 the bugle sounds for school, and 


two hours are devoted to study, the subjects of which 
vary according tothe proficiency of the scholars—the 
unlettered being taught to read, write and count, and 


the well educated being schooled in higher mathe- 


matics and theorie militaire, with occasional instruc- 
tion in. natural science, geology and astronomy. At 
11:30 school being over, the soldiers return to their 
quarters and make ready for the inspection of kits, 
arms and rooms, which takes place daily at noon. 
The instant the officers have passed the men go off to 
the gymnasium, the dancing-school, or the fencing 
room, according as it may be their turn, and take an 
hour’s instruction in vaulting and climbing, or in 
fencing and boxing, or in waltzing and polkaing. 
Dancing is as compulsory as foil practice, and in sum- 
mer time half a company are told off daily at this 
swimming. At 2 o’clock 
bugle sounds again for drill, which lasts till a quarter 


hour to bathe and learn 


pastfour. At 4:30, dinner, consisting of soupand 
hoiled beef; and after this, soldiers who have no pun- 


ishment drills, and who are not on guard, fatigue, or 


picquet are free, some three days out of the week, 
uatil tattoo at eight. 


“levelling up” hour, and while some spend it over 


their books, others who are clumsy at waltzing or 
pole-climbing, pass itin the dancing-room or gymna- 
sium. It will thus be seen that from the hour or rising 
until bed-time, the soldier has scarcely half an hour 
on week days which he can call his own, nor is this 
busy exercise attenuated by anything like indulgence 


in the matter of leave.

Tue latest type of troopship in the British service 
is developed in the Orontes, 2, {iron ship, which lately 
made an official trial of her machinery on the meas- 
ured mile in Stokes Bay, after having been lengthen- 
ed 50 feet amidships, and had her engines com- 
pounded by Messrs. Laird at Birkenhead. The 
weather was extremely favorable. The draught of 
water forward was 21 ft. 7 in., and 22 ft. 1 in. aft, 
which was‘equal to a displacement of 5,250 tons, the 
area of midship section immersed being about 785 
square feet. The quantity of coal on board was 1,280 
tons, andthe difference between the ship’s present 
condition and her trim when all her stores are on 
board was made up withiron ballast. After upwards 
of two hours’ or preparatory steaming the Orontes 
made six full boiler power runs upon the mile with 
the following results, the spring safety vale being ad- 
justed to 60 lbs: First mile, 13.740 knots and 70 
revolutions; second mile, 12°457 knots and 68-7 rev- 
olutions; third mile, 13°793 knots and 68°5 revolu- 
tions; fourth mile, 11921 knots and 68 revolutions; 
fifth mile, 14°343 knots and 68:1 revolutions; sixth 
mile, 11°285 knots and 68°2 revolutions. The unifor- 
mity of the revolutions obtained was extraordinary. 

One of Mr. John White’s bridge lifeboats has been

1 in, in depth, and is composed of two thicknesses ot 
half-inch planking, arranged diagonally in the inner 
side, and built up longitudinally on the outside. She 
weighs four tons, has a launching draught of twelve 
inches, and possesses two air chambers in the bows 
and along the sides, having a total buoyancy equal 
to ten tons, so that should she be overwhelmed by a 
sea, she would retain the power though filled with 
water of floating 100 men, Sheis constructed to ac- 
commodate 210 men, including sixteen rowers and a 
couple of steering oars, one on each quarter, and 
when her full complement is on board she will have 
a free board of eighteen inches. Five inches addi- 
tion would be obtained when propelled by her two 
standing !ugs and jib by closing the rollock shutters 
in her wash strake. In shape she differs from most 
lifeboats in having a square stern,a departure from 
the original design necessitated by the peculiar work 
in which she will be employed; for, besides being 
used on lifeboat service the Orontes’ bridgeboat is to 
be used for troop purposes, and sbe is also built to 
carry eight horses anda field gun ready mounted on 
its carriage. She is thus not only the first bridge life- 
boat introduced on board-ship, but the first boat in

Ammunition 
and provisions will be stored in lockers under the air- 
chambers, and at the suggestion of Sir W. Mends, it is 
intended to erect stanchions round the boat for a 
ridge line and a canvass screen, in order to blind the 
horses. The bridge on which the beat rests, and 
which forms the launching ways, crosses the waist 
of the ship. It works upon a stanchion hinge 
in the middle, and is supported at each end bya 
couple of portable stanchions, which are tipped when 
the boat is launched. The keel and the two bilge 
ways, which form the bearing of the boat, tests on 
small iron rollers, along which she is driven by her 
own. gravity when the ends of the bridge are lowered 
and the dogshores are removed. The boat is fitted 
with a top grating, so that she may be used as a bridge 
when in position on board, and when in the water the 
launching ways themselves form a bridge from side 
to side. Thetrial passed off with success at Ports- 
mouth recently. The hinge on which the bridge 
works is eight feet high from the ship’s deck, and 
when canted to the port gunwale for laurching the 
boat was inclined at an angle of twenty degrees. The 
boat was first sent into the water bow foremost. It 
took two minutes to knock away the end stanchions, 
after which the lifeboat rushed down the declivity 
with a momentum that carried her about 150 yards 
into the stream in the teeth of half a gale of wind, 
which blew against the ship’s side. Notwithstand- 
ing the Orontes’ high free board (sixteen feet), and 
the consequent great fall of the boat, some six inches 
only of water were shipped, which emptied itself 
through the valves in the bottom in about a minute. 
The bridge having again been placed in position, the 
boat was hoisted.on board with a steam winch by # 
tackle from the mainyard, and subsequently launch- 
ed stern foremost with equal success.
